Fire Insurance 
hazards 
multiply 


during the holiday season, owing to 
special electrical displays, Christmas 
trees in stores and show windows, 
and a liberal use of cotton-snow and 
other inflammable decorations. 
Ev- 


ery merchant should be specially care- 


ful about fire hazards at this time, 
not only because of the danger of in- 
terfering with his trade at the most 
profitable season of the year, but be- 
cause of his responsibility to the pub- 
lic through endangering the lives of 
the'holiday throngs. 
The most se- 


rious hazard at holiday time is the 
Christmas tree filled with lighted tap- 
ers and HUely to be overturned, and 
the hurried electric wiring put up for 
epeclal displays. Trees should be in- 
stalled so that they cannot possibly 
bo overturned, and 
electric lights 


should be used in place of samlles. 
The latter are always dangerous, es- 
pecially after the tree gets dried out 
in a warm room. 
Electric lighting 


fires are due almost invariably to the 
practice of allowing employee*

familiar with the electric hazard

install displays iu show windows and 
other places. The wires are frequent- 
ly run over nails, which wear off the 
insulation and start blazes,
